PLEDGE OF POWERFUL FORCES | 
TO MAINTAIN PEACE - 


WELVE “ fundamentals ” of United States Foreign policy— 

made urgent by the atomic bomb—were proclaimed by 
President Truman on Saturday, in a speech to a large 
of people in Central Park, New York. : 


Discussions on the atomic bomb, he announced, ‘would 
begin in the near future with Britain and Canada, but would 


not be concerned with the processes of manufacture. 


“ The 


possession in our hands of the new power of destruction we 


regard as a sacred trust.” 
GPEAKING of the present difficult 


phase of international relations, | 


he said that the differentes among 


the victorious Powers were neither 


hopeless nor irreconcilable. 

He remarked that when the de- 
mobilisation of America’s naval 
force was finished as planned the 
United States would still be the 
greatest naval power on earth. In 
addition, they would still have one 
of the most powerful air forces in 
the world, “and,” he added, “just 
the other day asked Congress 
to adopt universal training.” : 

Repeating a statement that he 
made some months ago that 
America did not seek for itself one 
inch of territory in any ¥ son in 
the world, he said: “ Outside of the 
right to establish the necessary base 
for our own protection, we look 
for nothing which belongs to any 
other Power. . We seek to use our 
military strength solely to preserve 
the peace of the world, for we now 
know that that is the only sure 
way to make our own freedom 
secure. That is the basis of the 
foreign policy of the people of the 
United: States.” 


* COMMON DANGER ” 

Speaking of the relations between 
the Allies, he said that unfortuna- 
tely it was always true after past 
wars that unity among Allies, forged 
by a common peril, tended to wear 
out as the danger had passed. The 
world could not afford any let 
down, he added, in the united 
termination of the Allies in this 
war to accomplish lasting peace. 

“It was a common danger which 
united us before victory. Let it be 
a common hope which continues 
to draw us together in the years 
to « come.” 

There weresno conflicts of interest 
among victorious Powers so deeply 
rooted that they could not be re- 
solved, but their solution would re- 
quire a combination of forbearance 
and firmness. “The immediate, the 
greatest, threat to us is the threat 
of disillusionment, the danger of 


an insidious scepticism—a loss of 
faith in 
national ‘co-operation. 
of faith would be. dangerous at 
any time, In an atomic age it 
would be nothing short of 

trous.” 


ATOMIC ENERGY 

Referring to the talk about the 
atomic bomb scrapping all navies, 
armies and air forces, 
the present I think that such talk 
is 100 per cent. wrong. To-day 
control of the seas rests in the fleets 
of the United States and her Allies. 
There is .no substitute for them, 
We have learned the bitter lesson 
that the weakness of this great 
republic invites men of ill-will to 
shake the very foundations of civi- 
lisation all over the world. 

“What the distant future of 
atomic reséarch will bring to the 
fleet which we honour to-day no 
one can foretell. But the funda- 
mental mission of the Navy has 
not changed. Control of our. sea 
approaches and of the skies above 
them, is still the key to our ftee- 
dom and to our ability to help 
enforce the peace of the world.” 

They must, he said, find the 
answer to the problems created by 
the release of atomic energy—as 
they must find the answers to the 
many other problems of | peace 
—in pargnership with all the peoples 
of the United Nations, 


de- NO THREAT 


Saying that the discussions with 
Great Britain and Canada, and later 
with other nations, about the atomic 
bomb would be begun in the near 
future, President Truman stressed 


ithe fact that the discussjons would 


not be conce with the processes 
of manufacturing the atomic bomb 
or any other instruments of war. In 
America’s possession of this weapon 
or any other new weapons there was 
no threat to any nation. 

“ The ssession of this new 
power of destruction,” he concluded, 
“we regard as a sacred trust.” 


President’s Twelve Points 


The following are the twelve. 
points of United States “policy to’ 
which President Truman referred‘ 
in his SPCOCW ter. “me easair 
1—"“ We seek no territorial expan- 

sion or selfish advantage. We. 
have no olans eg ession 
against any other State, Bus Or 
small.

HE British Government’s views 

about the future of’ atomic 
energy and international collabora- 
tion concerning the atomic bomb 
may be made known this week by 
the Prime Minister, according. to 
the P.A. Lobby Correspondent. Mr. 
Attlee may tell Parliament some- 
thing of the discussions which Pre- 
sident Truman has foreshadowed 
between. America, Britain and 
Canada. 

To-morrow fight Capt. Raymond 
Blackburn will raise the matter on 
the adjournment, and ask for a 
pronouncement of Government 
policy. There is some expectation 
that Mr. Attlee will reply for the 
Government at the end of this short 
debate. There may be a demand for 
a full day to be set aside for dis- 
cussions in the light of President 
Truman’s speech and other factors. 


RUSSIANS BUSY 


Soviet research on the atomic 
bomb is being actively pursued with 
the assistance of German scientists 
and with German equipment and. 
data, according to Dr. -Giinther 
Hillmann, acting director of the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Institute in Berlin, 
States an A.P. correspondent. 

Predicting that the Russians might 
develop their own atomic bomb 
“within two years,” Dr. Hillmann 
confirmed that the Russians were 
offering German scientists lucrative 
salaries to to Russia to work on 
this research. He had himself been 
a See ee 

- Hillmann considered that the 
Russians’. principal task was a 
matter of “technics,” which would 
take time. “The fundamental facts 
of the atomic bomb are known, and 
it is also well known that Russia 
has the world’s largest sources of 
uranium,” he said. 

In some cases, Dr. Hillmann 
alleged, the Russians used pressure 
to get the men they wanted. “The 
Russians are continually getting 
more scientists to work for them,” 
he declared, adding that one of the 
major reasons why German scien- 
tists ‘accepted the Soviet invitation 
was that the Americans for- 
bidden all scientific research in their 
zone, with the exception of specially 
approved projects.” 

“There are few Russophiles 
among German scientists,” Dr. 
Hillmann said, “but we feel our 


The Ameri- 
cans are actually driving us into the 
arms of the Russians, who, on the 
other hand, are encouraging free 
research, and are reaping the full 
benefits of German knowledge.” 


Indonesians Fire 


On British 


Fighting between — Indonesian 
Nationalist and British forces broke 
out.for the first time in Java yester- 
day, when Indonesians, resenting 
Allied orders to surrender arms, 
fired on British and Indian troops, 
says the Netherlands’ News Agency. 

A tense situation developed in 
Sourabaya following the dropping 
of security leaflets by a British 
plane, stating that the possession of 
arms by anyone other than Allied 
troops and regular police would be 
punishable by, death. 

It eased later when Dr. Moestopo, 
Nationalist leader in Eastern Java, 
called on Brigadier Mallaby, British 
Commander, and agreed to try to 
induce his followers to comply with 
the disarmament order by the end 
of the month. 

Dr. Moestopo protested against 
the instructions, but Rrignaier 
Mallaby replied» that the prceclama- 
tion signed by Major-General D. C. 
Hawthorn, Allied. Commander in 
Java, altered the situation and that 
the Allies were now the Govern- 
ment of Sourabaya.

Over 40,000,000 Chinese are 
directly or indirectly involved in the 
fighting between Chungking and 
Communist forces, which is spread- 
ing rapidly through the provinces 
of North China, General Yen Hsi 
Shan, 63-year-old Governor of the 
Province of Shansi, said yesterday.

President. Truman's speech at 
Central Park, New York, is of 
tremendous importance. It is not, 
indeed, the pronouncement for 


ing. As an exposition of 
American aims, it is beyond 


pected, in. order to allay the 
alarm in men’s minds, was an 
account, as it were, rather of 
political tactics than of. strategy 
A despatch in this newspaper on 
Saturday morning said that 
“President Truman is expected 
to take an important initiative, 
and, perhaps, to announce vital 
developments in solving the 
impasse between Britain, America 
and Russia, which . . . has be- 
i come more accentuated since the 
London Council of © Foreign 
Ministers broke ‘up.” 
‘the. President has said little or 
nothing that could help to resolve 
the apparent impasse. On the 
thorny—indeed, the pre-eminent 
—subject of the atomic bomb, .he 
reports: “ No change.” For the 
time being, at least, the United 
States is determined to keep the 
secret of its manufacture to her- 
self. The President contemplates 
discussions with Great Britain 
and Canada, and later with other 
nations—by which phrase one 
may presume that he refers to 
Russia—on the international con- 
trol of the bomb, but this inten- 
tion “does not mean that any 
secrets will be given away.” It 
is painfully. clear that the United 
States’ opinion of Russian trust- 
worthiness is low. It is equally 
clear that she disbelieves in the 
ability of any other. nation to 
discover the secret for itself for, 
at any rate, a considerable time 
to come Precisely how Presi- 
dent Truman hopes that any 
form of international control will 
be feasible without a sharing of 
the secret of the bomb’s manu- 
facture is hard to understand, 
and his proposal is unlikely to 
improve the strained — relations 
that now exist between the 
United States and the Soviet 
‘Union. At the same time, he 
hardly could have been expected 
to sacrifice the most formidable 
weapon in his country’s power to 
a nation of whose attitude he still 
has very sound reason to be 
dubious. 

As for his “twelve funda- 
mentals,” they are a model of 
democratic. policy; but their chief 
value lies in the reassurance 


United States does: not propose 
to wash her hands of European 
affairs. How much trouble might 
the world have been spared if

If Russia declines 
point-blank to align herself with 
the President’s statement of 
policy, and insists on retaining 
the control which she at present 
exercises over Poland, Bulgaria, 
Hungary, Austria, and, in less 
degree, over other States, what 
will America do about it?

Space would not permit going 
into details of our work, but 
would like to point out that, apart 
from a general encouragement of 
aviation, we pay special attention 
to such activities, among others, as 
providing a sound technical train- 
ing for intending pilots which will, 
be conducive to maintaining flying 
accidents at a minimum, and we 
also operate a system to enable 
members to learn to fly on the 
instalment ‘system, 

The: establishment. of aeronar- 
tical courses in the schools is not 
as unimportant as Fan suggest.

. BELPRE the war automobiles were 


America’s No. 1 industry, and 
aeroplanes its  forty-fourth. Soon, 
however, civilian plane owners will. be 
almost’ as numerous as car-Owners. 
First of all, aircraft will not be as ex- 
pensive as before, because mass pro- 
duction capacity has increased during 
the war, and light metal has been 
m uced in price.’ ' 

Five years ago, very few people 
were trained as flyers; now there is a 
c of 300,000 flyers. who were taught 
to flyin the Army, Navy and Marines. 
Similarly, compared with the fourteen 

usand or so men who, as certi 

mechanics; worked in pre-war ai , 
there are now over two million ground 
crew men who are trained to service 
the most advanced and complicated 
aircraft in existence, and military 
flyers are sending home requests by the 
thousands for private licences. ; 
at any rate, are determined to remain 
air-minded. : i 

Up to 1941 very few airports were 
open for regular use by private 
owners, but now the war has doubled 
those available, agd with the helicopter 
they are no longer so necessary. 
Another ' important factor which will 
increase popular flying is the absence 
of difficulties due to bad weather, 
accounted for. by the wonderful 
advance in electronics.

Con- 
sequently, I begin to-day, 1 mean, 
a tour of golf-courses around 
Dublin, none to find how stands 
the grand old game. (Well, perhaps, 
the first lot was better.) 

Rooting about in the bushes, | 
have already found twenty clubs in 
and around Dublin. At the rate 
of one a week, this. pilgrimage 
should occupy my time for the next 
three or four years.

History and Development

Unhappily, he fell foul of 
the ditch ‘alongside the eighth fair- 
way, after a socket that jarred him 
to the teeth. and failed by one 
stroke. . 


Leading Figures 

The captain of the club, Stanley 
Jones, in spite of being in business, 
is probably one of the happiest. men 
in the world. It is agreed that he 
has never been seen in an ill-temper. 
Seriously speaking—as if / have to 
say that — he enjoys one of the 
sunniest dispositions I have ever 
come across. You could not have 
a better man for a club captain. 

The secretary is Paddy O’Ryan. 
When he resigned from the British 
Army, fifteen years ago. he became 
secretary of Killiney Golf Club, re- 
mained there for thirteen years, put 
in the next two years at Elm Park. 
and joined Dun Laoghaire a month 
ago for what he hopes will be the 
duration. ria

This makes it 
difficult for him to get power into 
his iron shots; but he told me I 
had no follow through, and he: was 
perfectly right. So there you are.

Pear Varieties For 
The Garden 


By G. O. Sherrard 

66 DDLANT pears for your heirs” 
'is-an old saying referring to 
the length of time it once took fora 
r tree to come into bearing; but 
it has less force to-day, when we 
have Quince C stock to start thé 
trees cropping two or three years 
after planting. Other bugbears of 
the would-be pear planter are the 
irregularity of their cropping and 
their reputed delicacy. However, 
although they flower earlier than 
apples and are, therefore, ‘more 
likely te encounter frosts when in 
bloom, there are dependable varie- 
ties, such as Conference, : which 
crop as regularly as any apple. 
Curiously enough, this year the pear 
crop, as a whole, is better than 
the apple crop. As regards hardi- 
ness, there are at least a dozen 
varieties of dessert pears which suc- 
ceed in Co. Dublin without the 
assistance of a wall, so one ‘need 

riot hesitate to plant a few trees. 
Williams. Bon Chretien is the 
best early ; ripening towards 
the end of August and of first-class 
flayour, it does not require a wall. 
It. might be followed by the 
ay imir small pear, 
ondante d’Automne, Then comes 
the indispensable Conference. Of 
excellent flavour and a most regular 
cropper, it ripens early in October, 
and s in the open und.

Doyenne du Comice, the most .deli- 
cious of all pears, ripens. It does 
well in Dublin gardens, and I have 
seen it cropping without a wall, but 
to bring out the full flavour a wall 
is essential. The huge Pitmaston 
Duchess grows well in most gardens 
without a wall, and is well flavoured. 
Winter Nelis, at the other extreme 
as regards size, is a sound little 
mid-winter pear, very refreshing to
